| of the Choctaw nation is the only one I 

dave yet found which equals the Tillman- 
Sheppard campaign in South Carolina. 
Tue Indian, however, discounts the 
South Carolinian. In the Palmetto State 
‘there was much talk and more bluff. 
Pistols played conspicuous parts in the 
Carolina meetings, but not a shot was 
fired. They were flovrished and put up. 

Out here there has been little talk and 
much action. We argue political issues 
with the tongue; the Indian with the six- 
shooter. 

The government of the Choctaw nation, 
as with the other civilized tribes, is al- 
most identical with state governments. 
The chief is elected by a popular vote of 
the nation. Among the Choctaws there 
are two parties. The progressives, com- 
‘posed of haif breeds and white men, who 
have become citizens by marrying Indian 
women, and the nationalists, or full-blood- 

‘ed Indians. The progressives nominated 
W. N. Jones, a half breed, for chief, and 
the conservativ-s, J. B. Jackson, a full 
blood. 


The half-breeds have learned a thing or 
two. They know how to stuff a ballot box 
and they perhaps put their knowledge to a 
practical test. The full bloods declare they 
did anyhow, and rather than settle the 
thing in the courts, they referred it to six 
shooters for settlement. The progressives 
managed to send three of the nationalists 
to the happy hunting ground on the first ap- 
peal. But the next day the nationalists 
picked off a copple of progressives, and so 

it went on for a day or two, until civil. war 
was declared between the two parties. 
Colonels and captains and such like were 
elected, armed and equipped, the two small 
| armies, of perhaps five or six hundred each, 
drew up in line of battle about a mile apart. 
ewas in tue ufternoon. Both sides were 
|. préeparnig for au attack the following morn- 
ing when Indiau Agent Benett, with a 
troop of cavalry. from Fort Reo, arrived 
upon the scene and proceeded to argue in 
favor of arbitration. He finally settled the. 
wuss by making both sides agree to the ap- 
peintment of a board to settle the result, 
and he further agreed to have the men who 
did the first murder arrested and turned 
vor to the Choctaw authorities. 

Jones was declared chief.

An attache of the Indian office here gave 
me a description of the execution of an In- 
dian he witnessed in the Choctaw nation 
some time ago. 

“He was a young full blood,” said the at- 
tache, and had been convicted of murder 
aud sentenced to be shot. When convicted 
he was released and told to be on hand on 
the day fixed for the execution. A great 
crowd of Indians had gathered and prompt- 
ly at the time tixed the young Indian with 
a cigarette in las mouth rode up. Alight- 
ing trom his pony in silence he pointed out 
the six men he wanted to do the execution 
Without exhibiting the slightest tremor. 
Then he sauntered out in front of the crowd 
putiing his cigarette quietly and in apparent 
indifference of his fate. ‘len or fifteen 
paces from the executioners he stop 
laid his cigarette down in the grass as if he 
would need it again in a few moments, and 
turned and faeed the six executioners with 
Winchesters. He gazed upon them a sec- 
ond or two in calm indifference and then 

ted for them to fire. Not a muscle in

ures as the bullets did their work and he 
sank lifeless to the soil. 

“But that’s not the usual case with In- 
ians,”” continued my informant. If the 
average Indian sentenced to execution were 

to appear upon the day fixed, you 
Would never Near of him again, and it is 
not a common practice by any means. 


There are but few full blood Indians in 
territory now co:asared to the whole 
number of people. ‘Cav half and quarter 
reeds outnumber the full bloods iargely, 
While there are a number of white men who 
ve come here and married half and quar- 
ter breed girls. A whi:e man who marries | 
an Indian girl has equal rights in the na- 
tion with a full bl Indi mn.

An Alabama Sheriff Who Talke Right Back 
to Marshal Walker. = 

Montgomery, Ala., November 4—{Spe- 
cial.) A sharp correspondence was today 
made public between W. W. Thompson, 
sheriff of Macon county, and United 
States Marshal Walker, growing out of 
the appointment of deputy marshals for 
Macon county. Sherif Thompson ques- 
tions the marshal’s power to appoint dep- 
uties and says: 

“The only bluffing or intimidation that 
I have heard of is by some of your special 
deputies at Nétasulga. I understand that 
they have made their brags that they 
would take charge of the election there; 
that they would go inside the room and 
inside the ropés, if they wanted to, and 
were going to. Now, if they attempt 
anything of this kind I will certainly 
have them arrested if I can deputize men 
enough to do it.” 

He adds a postscript in which he says: 
“J intend to do my full duty as sheriff 
as nearly as I know how and don't in- 
tend to be bulldozed or bluffed off by 
any one. There may be men enough to 
kill me; but there are not enough to 
scare or bulldoze me in this county or 
any other.”

From Mr. Comer's report people 
have generally got the idea that the Cen- 
tral is insolvent, while from the report of 
Mr. Wadley they have been convinced that 
the report that the roads comprising the 
system had been allowed to run down ter- 
ribly was only too true. 

Mr. Comer pointed out that for four or 
five years the expenses and fixed charges 
of the company have been rapidly increas- 
ing while the earnings have been decreas- 
ing. The expenses for the next year, he es- 
timates; at figures. twice as great as the 
expenses for 1887, with a prospect of the 
earnings being considerably less than in that

of His Helpless Wife 
AND CHILDREN HE COULD NOT BEAR. 


A Brave Engineer Becomes a Coward 
in the Face of Despair and Takes 
His Own Life, 


Because he was sick and unable to 
work, E. C. Thornton, a railroad engi- 
peer, killed himself with a razor at his 
home, 310 McDaniel street, yesterday 
morning at 9 o'clock. 

The perils of an engineers life had no 
terrors for him; but the sight of his wife 
aud seven little ones depending upon him 
for the support he could not give was 
more than he could bear, and he shut 
out the sight with the darkness of the 
grave. 

Thornton was thirty-five years old, and 

has been employed, running on the East 
Tennessee road for a long time. He has 
lived at 310 McDaniel street for seven 
weeks. He moved there so as to be near 
the East Tennessee shops, where he left 
his engine, after making a run, and where 
be got on it again when he started out 
on à run. 

Two months ago he got sick. His sick- 
ness was not serious at first, and he was 
able to make one or two runs a week. 
The rest of the week he would be confin- 
sd to his bed. All the while he should 
have been in bed, under treatment of a 
physician, but the condition of his finances 
made it absolutely imperative that he 
work at all times possible to earn a live- 
lihood. 

Two weeks ago he took to his bed and 
was unable to go out on any more runs. 
His engine and regular run were given to 
another engineer. The gloomiest of de 
spondency settled upon the brave engi- 
meer lying sick and helpless in his bed, 
with the family expenses which he had 
no money to defray going on. He bore 
his sufferings like a hero, but the mental 
troubles that grew out of his situation 
were distracting and maddening. 

Yesterday morning ha got up and 
tottered weakly about his home. He told 
his wife he was going out on his run. His 
cheeks were bloodless, his eyes sunken, 
his legs unsteady and trembling, but grim 
want urged him on. His loving wife pre- 
pared him a good breakfast. He ate but 
little, and made ready to start to the 
roundhouse, but he could scarcely walk 
about. He tried like a hero to Walk but 
it was no use. Fever had sapped his 
vitality. The strong man was a babe. 

He tottered into his room in despair. 
It seemed to him just then that all the 
future was black, that fate had combined 
against him. He laid down upon his bed 
and his wife and little ones crowded 
around him. 

“Shut the door,” said he, weakly, “and 
leave me alone for a few minutes while 
I try to get a little sleep.” The loving 
wife obeyed. She closed the door and 
— out, carrying the little ones with 


“Be quiet, dears,” she said, “and let 
papa sleep. Papa is sick.” The wan, 
white face of their father awed the chil- 
dren, and they maintained an unwonted 
quiet. Mrs. Thornton went about her 
household duties with noiseless tread. In 
a few minutes she heard a noise in the 
room, and thinking that her husband 
wanted something she went in hurriedly. 

He was lying awkwardly on the edge 
of the bed when she entered the room, 
his feet hanging over the side. 

“Don’t lie that way,” she said, “get 
on the bed straight.“ A moment later she 
gave a cry of horror. A frightful red 
wound on her husband’s throat chilled 
the blood in her own veins. It gaped 
wide open, exposing the jugular vein and 
windpipe, which were severed. A dark 
pool of red blood had dyed the pillow, and 
the crimson life tide was still gushing 
from the wound. In his right hand 
Thornton held à keen-bladed razor, drip- 
ping with his own warm blood. The 
wound was just beneath the right ear, 
extending downward three inches and 
half severing the head from the body. 

Thornton was yet alive when his wife 
came in, but his agony was terrible to 
see. That of his wife was no less acute. 
In ten minutes Thornton was dead. Be- 
fore His death a number of neighbors 
gathered and watched his dying strug- 
gles. In half an hour a hundred people 
were at the house. The suicide created 
a great sensation in that neighborhood. 

Thornton’s co-workers gave every as- 
sistance in their power. Thornton was 
a member of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers, and he was one of the 
most popular members of that order. 

An inquest was held over the dead body 
by Coroner B. J. Davis yesterday after- 
noon and the verdict was that he had 
come to his death from his own hand. 
A delegation from the locomotive engi- 
neers will attend the funeral which will 
occur this morning.

We do not need to know whether a 
candidate for mayor believes in free trade 
or incidental protection. We do not need 
to know whether he is in favor of the 
free coinage of silver, or in the single 
gold standard—whether he is for state 
banks of issue, or a currency supplied 
by the government. These questions have 
nothing to do with the direction and man- 
agement of the immense corporation in- 
terests of Atlanta. These interests are 
more important than any private inter- 
ests can be. They pertain to the com- 
munity rights and interests of evry eltl- 
zen, no matter how humble, and to the 
well being of every citizen—for municipal 
government touches the individual who 
lives under it at every point. 

The management of these vast interests, 
which begin with the individual and end 
in the corporation, carries with it a tre- 
mendous responsibility. It calls for the 
widest business experience and for the 
exercise of every faculty that belongs to 
the successful man. In selecting a mana- 
ger for their municipal affairs, the people 
of this town will be called on to choose 
between two candidates, and in making 
their choice they should be actuated by 
the same motives that would control them 
in the selection of a manager for their 
own private affairs. Precisely the same 
considerations should prevail in one case 
as in the other. 

It may happen that men who have no 
property interests will feel that they are 
free to vote according to their prejudices 
—that they can afford to place in the 


mayor's office a man whom they would 


not entrust with the management of their 
own affairs. But they could not make a 
more serious error. Mismanagement in 
municipal matters—the mistakes of inex- 
perience—the recklessness of bad judg- 
ment—fall more heavily on those who are 
poor than on the rich.

An Interesting Decision. 
The decision of Judge Newman, of the 
United States circuit court, in the case of 


the Richmond and Danville Railroad 


Company versus the Georgia railroad 
commissioners, is very interesting. The 
railroad company brought a bill before 
the circuit court to enjoin the railroad 
commissioners from instituting proceed- 
ings against the company in various coun- 
ties of the state to enforce and. collect 
penaities for alleged violations by the 
corporation of certain freight rules estab- 
lished by the commission. 

The contentions of the railroad company 
are: First—That the rule of the commis- 
sion in reference to the joint rates is 
unreasonable and unjust. Second—That 
by the terms of the act of the legislature 
of 1879, it will not have an opportunity 
to show that the rates are unreasonable 
and unjust—the provision of the act being 
that the schedule of rates established by 
the commission shall be deemed and 
taken in all courts of this state as suffl- 
cient evidence that the rates fixed are 
just and reasonable rates. 

The contentions of the commission are 
that this is, in effect, a suit against the 
state; that the rates fixed are just and 
reasonable; and that the railroad com- 
pany is not deprived of any of its consti- 
tutional rights. 

In discussing the question whether the

It only remains for the farmers 
to improve the advantages which nature 
has so freely bestowed. We believe a 
general interest has been awakened on 
this line, and that, if faithfully fostered, 
it will be a blessing to the farmers of 
the state.

' Goodwin’s Opening Address—Speeches 


by Dr. Turner and Mr. Burton Smith 


It was a magnificent audience that greeted 
Colonel John B. Goodwin last night. The 
brain and brawn of the city were there. 

The audience listened attentively to Col- 
onel Goodwin's presentation of the issues 
of the day. He was heartily cheered as he 
clinched point after point, and many ex- 
pression showed that the people were in 
sympathy with the speaker. When he 
concinded prolonged cheers told of the im- 
pression which he had made. 

The opening address of Chairman Rufus 
Dorsey stamped deliberation upon the 
body. Dr, Turner’s speech was of that 
convincing sledge-hammer style which indi- 
cates earnestness, while Mr. Burton Smith 
sent the audience home in good humor. 

Judge Dorsey, upon taking the chair, 
said he was giad to see by the attendance 
present that the people were an in- 
terest in the municipal election. He was 
not a politician, and never made political 
speeches, but in the interest of Atlan 
and her people he desired to aid in securing 
a government. In October the people 

ud done well in electing a government for 
the state, which would do its full duty. 
Next esday he hoped that the 0 
would elect a president who 1— deal 
justly with all, having favoritism for none, 
but marching up to the line of duty, such 
as would be the course of Grover Cleve- 
land. But nearer and closer to us is the city 

overnment, which presses right at our 

oors. Judge Dotse —— paid a glowing 
tribute to Colonel Good n, describing his 
successful career, his fidelity to duty, and 
his eminent fitness for the place to which 
he aspires—the mayoralty of Atlanta. 

On rising Mr. Goodwin was received with 
hearty and continued applause and after 
thanking the audience for his reception and 
Judge Dorsey for his kind utterances he 
began a very strong and interesting address 
by reference to his legislative service. 

In 1882 he had been elected mayor and had 
not been a candidate for popular suffrage 
since then except for the legislature in 1890. 
That race he entered reluctantly at the in- 
stance of labor organizations, and at the 
conclusion of his term they thanked him 
for efforts in their behalf by formal reso- 
lutions. He had supported the anti-black- 
listing bill, the bill regulating hours of la- 
bor, ete. He mentioned these things be- 
cause His opponent was claiming to be the 
candidate and special champion of the la- 
boring classes. The spenker was as friend- 
ly to them as Mr. Woodward to the extent 
of his ability to aid them, but he would not 
play the role of a demagogue for their 
votes. 

Answers Criticisms. 


The office of mayor belonged to the peo- 
ple. No one man enjoyed as a monopoly 
the right of running for this office, there- 
fore he had been surprised at criticisms of 
his candidacy.
